HAVE RIGHT TO LIMIT 
ORDERS FOR LIQUOR 


Tlirongli an Agreement With 


Their Employes for 


Ih.it Purpose. 


IMPORTANT 
COURT 
DECISION 


In a fuse In Washington County Where 


Brewing Company Y'resiilent ami Ag- 
ents Whu DlsreKarduU 1111 Agreement 
.Must be Dismissed or Lose License, 


In an opinion just handed down, by 


Judge J. A. Mcllvalne ot tho Washing- 
ton county court, a now Interpretation 
In given tol tho liquor 
license 
law 


which. If -sustained, 
establishes tho 


right oE uti industrial corporation to 
regulate, through an agreement with 
its employes, Iho quantity ot liquor to 
be Bold or shipped to them. 


Tim decision follows a hearing of 


tho chargu that Uio Acme Browing 
Company had sold Us product to tho 
employes of Ellsworth Collledes'Com- 
pany 
at 
Ellsworth 
and 
Cokoburg 


through Its agents, soliciting 
trade 


from employes who had entered Into 
a distinct agreement with their em- 
ployer that they would not place any 
order for liquor which had not boon 
approved at the ofHco of the company. 


It was established that the brewing- 


company's agents, contrary to tho or- 
ders of Its stockholders, did take or- 
ders Cor beer lii fclllsworth and Coke- 
burg from employes of the J2ll»worth 
Collieries 
Company, 
and delivered 


It 
to 
them 
In 
such 
quantities 


as encouraged excessive drinking and 
In violation of their agreement wlj.h 
their employer. Tn his decision Judge 
Mcllvaine gave the following conclus- 
ions of law: 


"That an Industrial company such 


us the Ellsworth Collieries company, 
which employes a largo number of 
workmen, can mako It a condition of 
their employment that they do not 
drink Intoxicating liquors while in its 
emiploy, or that they do not Immoder- 
ately drink'liquor, so as to affect their 
ol'llclency or so as to increase the risk 
of accidents 
that might Injure the 


property of tho company or Its work- 
men. 
. 


"A licensed browing company that 


will wilfully and knowingly disregard 


Is to quickly repair the damaged In- 
sulation and enable naturo to restore 
tho diseased tissue to a healthy con- 
dition.

"That one who win knowingly sell

employe 


who Is under contract with his em- 
ployer not to drink-to excess, and sell 
ii. under such circumstances that tho 
natural and probable result will be a 
violation ot tho contract by the em- 
ploye, to tho Injury ot the employer, 
Is not a fit porson.to have a license or 
manage a licensed buslnoss. 


"That" a browing conrpany cannot 


lawfully use Its drlvora or other em- 
ployes as solicitors or agents to visit 
tho homes of prospective purchasers 
to solicit orders for beor with the un- 
derstanding that tine beor will bo de- 
livered at the place where the oxrters 
aro given, and for a browing company 
to have agents or solicitors located 
away, from tho placo licensed or trav- 
nling from pluco to placo taking or- 
ders for boor, Is prtnui facie ovidenco 
that the company Is conducting its 
business coivtrary to law and tho rules 
of this Court." 


"Wo IULVO no doubu" tho 
Court 


commented further, "of Uio right of 
tho Ellswortti Collloties company to 
moko the contract they did with their 
employes. Indeed, tbey 
could have 


gone farther and made it a condition 
ot employment that the employes 
should wholly abstain from the use of 
intoxicating liquors while In their em- 
ploy. 
Many railroad companies have 


such contracts. The business of coal 
mining is a hazardous ono, and tho 
company is to bo commanded In its j 
effort not only to protect its own prop- 
erty but to promote tho safety ot Its 
omployes. 


,"Wherever such contracts aro made; 


wo have no hesitancy in saying that 
iiliey ought to bo respncted by licensed 
dealers in Intoxicating liquors, and a 
persistent refusal to do so on tho part 
ot a licensee is evidence that ho Is not 
a nt person to have a license. 


"No licensed dealer ought to sell 


liquor to employes 
whom 
he has 


reason to bollvo will so use that 
liquor as will Injure the employer's 
business and imperil their own safety. 
Men aro 
licensed to 
accomjnc-dato 


thoso of tho public.who use liquor tem- 
perately." 


Tho order ol tho court in tho case 


was that the license of the browing 
company will bo revoked unless it dis- 
continue tho practises coai-plalned of 
and dismisses its offending president 
and agents.

A moat striking feature of this con 


structlvo and humanitarian work Is 
the startling fact that all of this dc< 
parture add expansion has been ac 
ctnnpltshed without taking auy addl 
tionat mono)1 from the coffers of the 
United Stales Treasury. This Bureau 
of Naturalisation, by reason of Us high 
efficiency and measured economy, has 
turned an otherwise cosily system ot 
administration Into a 
revenue pro- 


ducing machine.'* 


In 1908 when a portion of the 


bureau's activities were conducted by 
another department, the cost ran more 
than $66,000 above the naturalization 
Fee* collected, hut since alt of the af- 
fairs looking to making citizens havo 
been turned over to this bureau of the 
Department of Labor, there has 
an annual average of over 5GG.OOO In 
fees In excess of till cost of main- 
tenance. This bureau Is not support- 
ed from the general taxes collected by 
the government. It Is all paid for by 
the foreigner who is admitted to .citi- 
zenship. In other words from the SG 
paid by each foreigner for a good ad- 
ministration ft the naturalization law.) 
all of the expenses of his American!-1 
Mtioti are paid and over $05,000, on an 
average, lias been turned Into Undo 
yam's pocketbook every year. 


To confer the title of 
citizenship 


legally upon our foreign friends Is no 
difficulty at all as nhrown 
by the 


wholesale method which prevailed be- 
fore the government became a cltl/.on 
maker. 
Now wllti the Unking to- 


gether of the public schools the old 
order has ceased to exist and the three 
greatest Americanizing forces 
have
